Genovese Retains Boxing Crown, 
Weathers Early Round Beating to

Toronto, July 6 — (CP) — By 
virtue of a split decision, Fankle 
Genovese still held the Canadian 
welterweight boxing title today.

Crews Work Feverishly at 
Sullivan, Indiana to Save 
Men 


Sullivan, Ind, July 16 (AP)— 
Four men, burned badly but still 
alive, were rescued today from the 
Baker coal mine, five miles north- 
east of Sullivan, shortly after an 
explosion trapped them and about 
20 other miners.
